The Rolex Reference 6536 was launched circa 1955 and is considered to be one of the earliest Submariner references (along with the 
Big Crown references 6200,6538, and the small crown 6204). Produced for approximately 5 years, its movement was powered by Caliber 
1030, which was also available as a Certified Chronometer movement cased as Reference 6536-T. 

Several variations of the dial were available in the Submariner's early production years. The earliest ones were without the depth rating 
(see lot 1 74, Rolex Revolution sale 1 7-04-2008) and the depth rating written in red was produced subsequently for a very short period as 
seen in this current example, confirmed by its low serial number (#89383). 

It is fair to assume that Rolex had likely tested a red rating without meters or feet indication before finally settling on the configuration 
of "100m/330ft." In addition, the reference number inside the caseback of this particular example was initially stamped as 6538 but 
had been crossed off to bear the new reference number 6536, showing the close link between the Big Crown Submariners and this 
reference. It is the first time that a Rolex Ref. 6536 with red depth indication is offered at Antiquorum. Only about 10 other examples are 
known in private collections.

Girard Perregaux 



Girard-Perregaux for Ferrari 

Between 1994and2004, Girard-Perregaux 
and Ferrari were in partnership with a 
co-branding agreement which gave birth 
to an extraordinary collection of watches 
with chronographs and complications. 
The present watch, a tribute to Enzo 
Ferrari is one of the most remarkable 
pieces from this collection. The design 
proved to be one of the most successful 
watch movement designs ever. It has 
been used by Girard-Perregaux up to 
the present day. Their most prestigious 
watches, the 13'" wrist tourbiHions use 
the same design. The simple and bold 
yet elegant layout of the "three bridge" 
movement lends itself to the display of 
the tourbillon regulator. Pellaton, Grether 
and Guinand cages were used as well 
as Girard-Perregaux's own cage. At the 
Paris Universal Exhibition of 1889, Girard 
Perregaux received the highest of all 
awards, a Gold Medal for excellence, for 
his famed three-bridge Tourbillon. 
Enzo Anselmo Ferrari (1898 - 1 988) 
Born in 1898 in Modena Italy, was the 
founder of the Scuderia Ferrari Grand Prix 
motor racing team, and subsequently of 
the Ferrari car manufacturer. His father, 
Alfredo, ran a metal business. When he 
was 10 his father took Ferrari and his 
brother Alfredo Jr. to an automobile 
race in Bologna, where he saw Vincenzo 
Lancia battle Felice Nazarro in the 1908 
Circuit di Bologna. After attending a 
number of other races he decided that 
he too wanted to become a racing car 
driver. In 1916 tragedy struck his family, 
with the death of his father and brother in 
one year. After the war he took up racing 
and in 1919 he finished ninth at the Targa 
Florio. In 1929 Ferrari started his own 
firm, Scuderia Ferrari. He was sponsored 
in this enterprise by the Ferrara-based 
Caniano brothers, Augusto and Alfredo, 
heirs to a textile fortune. Ferrari remained 
managing director of his firm until 1971. 
Despite stepping down he remained an 
influence over the firm until his death in 
1988.

(Three Gold Bridges) 

On March 25, 1884, a patent (No. 14919) 
was filed in the USA patent office stating: 
"Be it known that I, Girard Perregaux of 
Cha ux-de-Fonds, Republic of Switzerland, 
have invented and produced a new and 
original Design for a Watch- Movement, 
of which the following is a full, clear and 
exact description: ...In a watch movement 
the design for a bridge, consisting a 
bridge having a central annular portion, 
spread out ends and bar-like portions 
between the said annular portions and 
ends, as shown... " .

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Charles Gerald Genta (1931-2011) 

Born in Switzerland, Gerald Genta chose jewelry making as his profession at an early age. Upon completing his training in 1951, he 
maintained his position in the jewelry trade for the next decade. In 1961, he had an epiphany and declared himself as the "world's 
first watch designer," combining his love for fine art and his experience in the jewelry business. 

Gerald Genta rose to fame as the designer of the Audemars Piguet 'Royal Oak', launched in 1972 the price was considered outra- 
geous for a steel sports watch, however the model slowly gained in popularity and became a success. The Royal Oak is Audemars 
Piguet's most successful line and will be celebrating its 40th anniversary in 2012. Genta later secured his place in horological history 
when he designed the Patek Philippe 'Nautilus', launched in 1976. Both the Royal Oak and Nautilus continue to be manufactured 
today in an almost identical design to their original releases proving the iconic and timeless designs of Genta 's work. Gerald 
Genta died in 201 1 but his legacy and memory will always be remembered through the watches he designed.

GRADING SYSTEM GUIDE 

The lots described in this catalogue have been carefully examined and valued by Antiquorum's experts and watchmakers, taking into 
consideration the aesthetic, historical and technical interest, age and rarity, as well as the technology available at the time of production of 
each timepiece. 

For such judgment to be as objective as possible, it must rest on a number of criteria, particularly with regards to the age of a lot. Indeed, a 
wristwatch of less than 50 years old cannot be judged with the same criteria as a Renaissance watch. This is the reason why same of the 
gradings will only qualify for certain types of watches and will never be used for others. 

For example, if, as 3 general rule, watches can be attributed gradings from 1 to 4 for the case, the dial and the movement, watches of less 
than 100 years old can be given grading 1 {as new], 3 (in very good condition), or 4 (in good condition). The latter, (grading 4), will be 
followed by one or more grading numbers to justify why the lot cannot be considered "in very good condition". On the other hand, watches 
over 100 years old, of similar condition, would indeed be considered as "very good" because of their age and would therefore qualify for 
grading 3. Needless to say, watches over 100 years old, even in the best state of conservation for their age, are unlikely to ever be considered 
"as new" and would therefore never be eligible for grading 1 ; for this reason, we have introduced grading 2 (in perfect condition). 

At the end of each lot description, before the estimate, you will find a condition report box, with letters and numbers, divided into 3 sections: 
these are the grades given to the lot with reference to the condition of its case, its dial and hands, and its movement. 

To understand the grades shown in the condition report box, consult the Antiquorum Grading System as follows: 

C for the case, followed by one or more numbers = condition of case 

D for the dial (& hands), followed by one or more numbers = condition of dial & hands 

M for the movement, followed by one or more numbers = condition of movement 

Next to this condition report box, is an experts' grading box featuring one letter, from **C to B, as an overall grade. This overall grade is the 
opinion of Antiquorum's experts, as a global appreciation of the lot, based on its general condition, quality, technical and historical interest, 
age and rarity. On this basis, it must be understood that a very early timepiece, a prototype or a watch featuring a rare escapement, although 
it may be in a mediocre state of conservation, even re-cased or lacking its dial, can qualify for gradings AAA or even *C .
